Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 4-13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. 

Claim 4 has been amended to recite "rotatable means" instead of "cooperating 
means." This change is consistent with the Examiner's suggestion in the Office action 
and is believed to overcome the rejection. 

Moreover, although claims 4-13 have not been treated on the merits, the 
apparatus claimed in these claims includes subject matter already allowed in claims 1-3. 

In light of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that the present application is 
in condition for allowance and notice to that effect is hereby requested. If it is 
determined that the application is not in condition for allowance, the Examiner is invited 
to initiate a telephone interview with the undersigned attorney to expedite prosecution of 
the present application.
